le The proceedings of the recently held conferenne on the handling 
and exploitation of Japanese documents are outlined in the attached 
report. 


Z- Most significant among the recomendations of the senference 
are thoee which deal with the enlarged activity of the "ashington Docu- 
ment Center, the merging of the currently separate aray and Havy docu- 
ment research activities into a joint effort in the Washington Document 
Center, and the establishment in Japan of on advanced echelon of this 
joint esatabl ishuent. 


Oe 3. While information ef value te the United States Services to 

; be gained fren the intelligence expleitetion of Japan is limited and 

H in no way spprosches that found in Germany, there are certain objectives 

which must be exploited. In so far as the air docusents are cescerned, 
it ia planned to handle them in mach the same way as they aré now, with 
the exception that the advanced echelon of the Fashington Deaument 
Center will assure proper selection and evacuation of significant eir 
items. This will involve the oontimed use of Army Air Forces personnel 
fer the exploitation of Japanese air documents here in the United States 
ae well as in the advanced echelon of the Sashington Document Center. 


4. The recommendationa of the conference are now before the 
Birester of Naval Intelligence for his concurrence. While this action 
is pending, your comments or suggested modifications will be very much 


appreciated.
